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QUENTIN BELL PUBLIC LECTURE ON ART NOUVEAU AT S.C.W.U. FEB. 26 


Quentin Bell, Professor of Art and the Theory of Art at the 
University of Sussex, will speak on “Art Nouveau" at Sir George 
Williams University, Monday, February 26. 


The lecture, open to the public, will be given at 8:30 p.m. in 
room 520 of the Hall Building, Maisonneuve Boulevard and Bishop 
Street. 


He is the son of art critic Clive Bell and nephew of novelist 

Virginia Woolf. Among his publications are On Human Finery 

(Hogarth Press, 1947), a study of costume in the light of Veblen's 
theory of the leisure class; The School of Design (Routlege, 1963), 

a study of the history of art education in England during its earliest 


phase; Ruskin (Oliver and Boyd, 1963), a short critical examination, 
and Victorian Artists (Routledge and Harvard, 1967), He is currently 
working on Bloomsbury (Weidenfeld and Nicolson, June 19687), a brief 
study, and on research for the official biography of Virginia Woolf. 


In tracing the background of art nouveau Mr. Bell will consider the 
attitude of the Pre-Raphaelites to decorative art, the ideas of 

Ruskin, and the influence of Japan on British art in the mid-nineteenth 
century. After discussing the spatial ideas of Rossetti, Walter Crane 
and Burne Jones, Mr. Bell will examine the roles of James Rennie 
MacKintosh and C.R. Ashbee. 
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
